Mgr. Capel spoke for Catholicism; Rev. J. M. 
Pullman (Universalist) for Protestantism; 
Rabbi Gotthell for Judaism; aud Mr. T. B. 
Wakeman for Agnosticism. 

Mgr. Capel firat throws a sop to the Nine- 
teenth Century by saying that “the Catholic 
Church maintains that man Ts eudowed with 
intellect to know truth. with will to de | oa: 
gool.” which leads to natural religion, Then 
he goes on to afirm an infallible revelation 
superior to human reason, and an ‘infallible 
church to declare what this. revelation 
teaches. He keeps to tho safe old doctrines, 
and to the venerablo, well-tried statements. 
Grant his premises and there fs no escape 
from his conclusions, It is in {ts premises 
that Catholicism must be attacked and slain. 

Unfortunately Mr. Pullman went to the 
meeting with a paper to read, Instead of an 
alert mind to answer the speech of the Cath- 
olle. He failed tə overthrow the premises of 

Mgr. Capel, and honce left the advantage 
with tho latter. Mr. Pallman's paper is able 
and eloquent, but illogical and false. His 
‘definition of Protestantism has nothing that 

+ characterizes Protestantism any more than 
Intelligent and sincere Romanism, Moham- 
medanism, Judalym or Brahmanism. These 
all “love reality and are loyal to duty.“ It 
is hardly probable that Protestantism has 
waited 350 years to accept Mr. Pullman's 

„nition of it, which does not.represent the 
thought of one Protestant in five hundred. 
His definition accords neither with the faeta 
of history nor with the present position of 
Protestantiam. As u matter of fact the Pro- 
“testant Church is based on authority assure- 
ly as the Catholic. The Romanist accepts 
the authority of theChurch. The Protestant 
accepts the authority of the Book. The gen-

His speech was flippant and shallow, un- 
worthy of the company, and the occasjon, 
and the reverent and learned Agnostics 
whom he mis-represented.

Bacteria as Scavengers. 


J. W. Clarke, author of a rather peculiar 
book entitled “Ca ems Explained,” 
takes ero in a recent artjelá that bac- 


teria ure scavengers of the blood and so a 
blessing rather than parasites. In his opin- 
ion “It is evidently an error and a mislead- 
ing mistake to apply the word * parasite’ as 
a name for the fungus bacterium, as num- 
bers of veterinarians have long been and are 
still dolng, as though they were unable to 
recognize, or had nut yet suspected, the clear- 
ly existing and radical differences between 
animal parasites that subsist upon a pure or 
ordinary quality of blood aud the various 
forma of bacteria fungi that are found in 
cattle affected with fever that results from 
the fermentation of excretory materinl—that 
which should be discharged from the blood 
by expiratory breathing—that is retained In 
the circulation, and of course occupies a por- 
tion of the space required for vase of some 
assimilable quality.“ He adds: 

“When it is found there is but little polson- 
ous matter in the blood for the fungi to in- 
crease with, the poison-ofganizing scaven- 
gers, bacteria fungi, increase only slowly, 
and are only active at intervals when there 
is more or less noxious material or accumn- 
lated poisonous matter In the blood for them 
to organize, Hence, while blood. conaumin 
parasites subsist pes “tg without perk 
ods of intermission upon Gree the blood of the ani- 
mals they prey upon, thè scavenger fungi, 
bacterin, are latent or do not develop in the 
blood when there is not sutllelent poisonous 
matter to Insure any appreciable increase | of 
these polson-organizing blood seavengers.”

men as Pasteur and Koch will tndorsé the 


views of the gentleman who declares that 
contagious pleuro-pneumonia is caused by 
“crown poison." 


A writer In the Cloveland Herald tells us 
of some popular errors in regard to the mi- 
croscope.: He says: “One very old one and 
very common one ia that every drop of water 
we drink is teeming with animal life. There 
never was a greater mistake. It is very rarè- 
ly, indeed, in lake water that any animalcule 
are to be found. It a litle bit of grass, or 
shred of meat, or any organic matter be left 
in water for two or three days there they can 
be found. It is supposed that a peculiar kind 
of organism like eels can be found in vine- 
gar. It may be that way back in the coun- 
try, where they make vinegar out of apples 
and not out of agquafortis, there may be some, | 
dut they don't seem to thrive In city vinegar. 
Another thing, people think that hairs are 
hollow. The hair is no mote hollow than a 
fenee-poat; and the coloring matter, instead 
of being filled in a tube, is mixed up in the

enlighten thelr views, and who are saved from 

e pernicious errors only by the wisdom 
of the Spirit-worid expressed through the 
best mediums, 

In consequence of the dependence upon 
Fda instruction which has thus arisen, 
there has Been developed a pucrile and super- 
stitions dependence on mediumship, the con- 
sequences of which have been very injurious, 
Many have been led into visionary and disas- 
trous business enterprises, the results of 
which are pointed at by skeptics ns a proof of 
the folly and danger of Spiritualism. Others 
aro led to disregard public opinion, the usage 
of society and the obligations of marriage 
laws, and to assume an attitude of ss 
to logal and religious institutions, or to safl 
with coarse Interpretation against the relig- 
fous principles, which have been sanctioned 
by the common approbation of mankind and 
are indeed a necessary accompaniment of true 
Spiritualism, > : 1 

It is true, these follies have nothing to do 
with the legitimate enitivation of spiritual 
science, with enlightened medlumsbip. or 
with the true influences of the Spirit-world; 
bevertholess their prevalence casts a degree 
of discredit upon the whole spiritual! move- 
ment, from which all Spiritualists must suf-

er, 
Many of these follles arise from ignorance 
and from the impulsiveness of unbalanced 
minda, which approximate so closely to the 


borders of insanity as to come under the pop- A 


ular appellation of cranks. Cranks are gen- 
erally attracted to popalar agitations, and 
themes which partake of the marvellous—the 
spiritual movement attracts à great variety, 
and they are not at all backward in obtrnd- 
ing their nebulous ignorance upon the pub: 
Moy They fancy themselves inspired, and 
spoil many ques of paper with communira- 
tions from the illustrious departed, nfu- 
cins, Buddha, Christ, Plato, Solon, Seneca,

No qilestion {a receiving more attention 
to-day in the orthodox churches (so-called) 
than this; for it is a vital question, All tho- 
ology depends upon it, Every doctrine ap- 
peals to the Biblo for support, which 1s prob- 
ably the chief reason for so many conflicting 
doctrines being held and taught. There are 
those who hold that the words (thongh in a 
translation) are sacred words, God's words, 
infallibly true, no matter If wrongly copied 
from original MSS., or falsoly translated; 
that the punctuation is diving, though only 
three hundred years old; that every promise 
made to the Jews belongs in a different sense 
to all Christlans; that ita science, Ita geogra- 
phy, its system of medicine, everything but {ts 
condemnation of usury, is divinely perfect, 
meant for all time. 

There are others who attack - just as ab- 

surdly as the preceding class praise. Thoy 
talk of Ita indecency. So itis, in the sense 
that a medical book may be kept from the 
young, because It details physiological facts 
not necessary for them to know then; they 
say Ita sclence fs false, that the book abounds 
in contradictions of Itself; that It is fled 
with all evil things. So the two armies stand 
opposed, engaged in slinging epithets at 
each other, while each persistently refases to 
examine such proofs as the other side proffers 
in support of thoir cherished opinions; and 
thus the armles have stood for years. 
„ But anothor class, who cannot join in the 
unreasoning worship of one class nor the 
foollah abuse of the other (testing the Bible 
by all the light of to-day, in spite of the ery 
that testing implies doubt and he that doubts 
ia damned), und much that is valuable In it, 
also much that is valugless; a great body of 
divine truth, a large quantity that they 
doubt. and some things that they positively 
refuse to accept. Moat of the prosecutions 
for heresy in the church have come from new 
views of the authority of the Bible. In the 
beginning of doubtiig, it is the doctrine 
that Is doubted, but only because one doubts 
that on which it rests. 

In different parts of the country, preach- 
ors are defining thelr position In regard to 
the Bible, and conversations with ministers, 
generally reveal a much deeper doubt than 
is suffered to appear in public utterance. 
The Bible is on trial before the community, 
It is no -longor u finality. Men aro coming 
to the conclusion, that either the Bible ia not

Mr. Leonard Howard, who passed serenely 
to spirit-life at St. Charles, III., February 
2ist, was born in Sharon, Windsor County, 
Vermont, August 13th, 1805. In. November, 
1812, his parents removed to the town of 
Scipto, Cayuga County, N. Y., where his father 
died in 1818, Soon after this event he was 
apprenticed to Enoch Coburn, a mason and 
bricklayer, with whom he remained until ho 
at@ined his majority. In January, 1828, ho 
married Caroline E. Smith of Buffalo, In 
1836 he emigrated to Illinois, where he has. 
resided up to the time of his death. He leaves 
a wito and six children, three sisters and dne 
brothor, and a Jargo circle of friends, 

Mr. Howard was a devoted Spiritualist, and 
his wife and one daughter (Mrs. Bishop, of 
this city) being excellent mediums, he had 
mple opportanity to become familiar with. 
the teachings of exalted spirits, and there- 
fore he learned to regard death as a natural 
change—almply consisting of casting off the 
material body and assuming one specially 
adapted to life in the Spirit - world. He pass- 
ed away, fully reallzing the sublime fact 
that several of hig own children who had 
preceded him, would stand ready in spirit- 
life to extend to him a cordial and affection- 
ate greeting.

We think that Mr. Curtis's 
article is wise in recommending that marri- 
age shall be made uniform throughout the 
States and Territories, Such action would 
effectually settle the subject of polygamy in 
Utah. It would also guard against troubles 
which may arise on this question In the fu- 
ture; and it would remove the inconsistency 
and disgrace under which we now labor from 
the diversity of divorce leglslatlon In the dif- 
ferent States. 


The New Creed. 


The JOURNAL has heretofore chronicled the 
fact thats number of Congregational min- 
istera had been appointed to formulate a new 
creed. Their report has been published, and 
while, as It would be of little Interest to our 
subscribers to read it, it would not be well 
to publish It, some statement of what this 
committee has done and how their work has 
been recefved, may well be in order, It was 
a significant fact that such a thing as à new 
creed was needed; the confeasion was implied 
that the old creeds had outlived thelr useful- 
ness. Another fact of equal importance ix 
revealed now, that this body of ministers has 
not expanded the domain of dogma, but re- 
duced it. The document is conspicuous for 
its omissions; not ouly this, but the fact is 
recognized, at least by some, that no creed 
can long endure unchanged amid a people of 
active and progressive thought. The Curis- 
TIAN REGISTER says: =) 

“OneOf the strongest impressions which 
the new creed makes is that it will have to 
be rewritten before a great while, We do 
not believe that the pessimism of the twelfth 
article can be retained as n Anal interpreta- 
tion of Christianity.” 

It also adds: “The creed is a purely theo- 
logical one, and is as unsatisfactory as such 
compromises usually are.” 

Ot courae,all the religious papers and most 
clergymen have something to say about this 
new thing. The CHRISTIAN AT WORK ap- 
proves itin general, and thinks: 


“It will teng to lessen the Importance of 
subsidiary and ñon-essential doctrine; it will 
tend to greater freedom from the litera scri 
ta of confession and standard, while yet it 
declares the fundamental, essential truths of 
a Christianity which has suffered in the past 
In as marked degree from Leann: tae to 
prove too much as from the assaults of the

A late number bt the New York Sun con- 
tained acommunication from one who had 
doubts about the reality of a future life, and 
if there were a life beyond the grave, what 
were ita conditions and employments. The 
Rev. C. W. Powell undertook to instruct him 
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he The Mormon Question. 

The Index of the 28th ult., has wNengthy 
article by T. W. Curtls, entitled “‘Church and 
State’ as seen through tho Mormon Question.” 
Mr. Curtis proposes to settle the Mormon ques- 
tion by an amendment to tho National Con 
stitution, declaring “ marriage to be a civil 
contract, and making it uniform throughout 
tho Union.” > : 

In every marriage two parties are interes: 
ed, The Arst party is the man and wom 
who enter into the marriage relation. All 
men and women Will not look upon marriage 
from the same stand-point, because they are 
different in education, In religion, in thelr 
views of soclety and government; but prob- 
ably the larger part of educated people look 
upon marriage as the most important and 
most sacred relation upon which man or wo- 

man can enter. It has more to do with the 
happiness, with the physical and moral pro- 
gross of the contracting parties, than any 
other relation. They who so regard it will 
naturally desire that the marriage ceremony 
shall be a religious ceremony, and that it 
be surrounded and hallowed by religious ns- 
soclations. $ 

Thero are, however, many people who look 
upon marriage as a civil contract only. They 
have, perhaps, no faith in God, in a future 
life, in religion. Perhaps they have broken 
with all religion, and utterly reject all relig- 
ions fofms. ; 

The second party interested in every mar- 
riage is. the community, the State. The State 
is the protector of the rights and property ot 
all its citizens, both men and women, and al- 
so of all the children born within its Limits. 
In overy marriage contract the rights ‘of the 
man and woman making the contract are in- 
volved, hence the State, as thé protector of 
theve rights, is interested. From every natur- 
al, healthy marriage, children are a probable 

and desirable result. The State, us the pro- 
- tector of these children, is interested In the 
marriage. Moreover, as the State is directly 
in the cal, mental and moral 

character of its citizens, It hasa direct Inter- 
est In every marriage and in the Issue of 


every marriage. < 
Now every individual in the State has a 
right tb his or her religious belief and, prac- 
tico, so far as that belief and practice do not. 
interfere with the rights of others. If one 
couple looks upon marriage as a religious 
_ Fite and desires to have the marriage take 
place under religious sanctions and by a re- 
ligious ceremony, such couple has the right 
to such ceremony, and the State has no right 
to forbid it. It another couple has no religi- 
on, and looks upon marriage purely as a civil 
contract, such couple has the right to enter 
into the marriage relation by acknéwlédging 
the civil contract. In thls ease the State has 
no right to compel a religious ceremony aa a 
marriage rite. `

Old Spiritualists and all readers of the 
JOURNAL are familiar, with the career of that 


vetoran dealer in commercial Spiritualism, 
Harry C. Gordon. A dozen years ago, more 
or loss, when the Incrative business of bogus 
materialization was in its infaney, Harry did 
a thriving business in New York City, until 
one sorrowful day he was brought to grief 
and thordughly exposed by prominent Spirit- 
ualists of that city, Malcolm Taylor bad 
been with him, but with Scotch shrewdness 
divined the catastrophe in time to escape 
being mixed up in it, and later on’ reaped a 
harvest by coachipg Harry Bastian for years, 
in-the same line of trade. Gordon fading 
conditions uncongenial came West, but soon 
found Chicago an unhealthy place for his 
work and Again turned his faco eastward, 
finally settling in Philadelphia. Here for- 
tune again smiled on him. Thomas R. Hag- 
ard, J. M. Roberts and other gobemouches 
helped to swell his coffers; and long accounts 
of the wonderful manifestations appeared iu 
— various organs uf the frauds and fanat- 
cs. 

ae exposure cyclone which started in 
Chicago on lust Thankagiving ove, swept
